COLONIAL 

5001 PCGS 1776 Continental Dollar AU 50. Breen-1095. 
Struck in "Pewter." EG FECIT variety. The Continental 
dollar is one of the most historic and desirable issues in all 
of American numismatics. With the design suggested by no 
less than a person than Benjamin Franklin and the dies 
engraved Elisha Gallaudet (EG FECIT), these are very 
significant coins in terms of 18th century symbolism and die 
e ngr av ing abilities. While these coins have historically been 
considered as struck in pewter, they are actually 95 % tin 
with less than 5 c f trace elements (pewter is mostly tin with 
some lead). The surfaces of this coin are a deep, almost 
charcoal, gray with only a couple of small problem areas, 
one being a planchet flaw' at 3 o’clock on the reverse and the 
other a small portion of corrosion at the left side of the date. 


HALF-CENT 

5002 PCGS 1828 MS 63 Brown. Glossy and extremely sharp, with 
subtle rose and blue overtones about the obverse periphery. 


LARGE CENTS 

5003 NGC 1808 MS 65 Brown. 13 Stars. Strictly 
uncirculated Classic cents are among the most elusive of all 
19th century U.S. type coins. They are extremely rare and 
generally held in strong collector hands. This coin is very 
sharply struck in the centers with slightly softer peripheral 
details. The surfaces are glossy and. w r hile brown, there is a 
strong presence of underlying red that adds more fire to the 
luster than one would normally expect from a darker brown 
coin. There are no noticeable or mentionable contact marks 
on either side. A lovely example of this rare copper type 
coin. This is the only 1808 cent certified in any grade of 
uncirculated by NGC (4/92) while PCGS (5/92) has graded 1 
also with 2 finer. 

5004 NGC 1853 MS 65 Red and Brown. Well struck in the centers 
with subdued red color and most of the surfaces a light 
brown. Carbon-free. 

5005 NGC 1853 MS 65 Red. Superb original color with a few 
small obverse spots. A gem example of the Braided Hair 
type that is an affordable 19th century copper coin even in 
gem condition and with full red color.

Choice, fully detailed 
surfaces displaying a pleasing original appearance and no 
appreciable marks. 


5008 NGC 1858 Large Letters MS 65. Boldly defined and 
frosty, with splashes of attractive golden-rose toning 
evident on both sides. NGC has graded only 9 specimens as 
such and only 1 MS 66. as of April. 1992. 


INDIAN CENTS 

5009 PCGS 1859 MS 64. Bright and lustrous. The highest 
affordable condition (MS 65 examples are nearly $2,000) for 
this one-year type. 

5010 PCGS 1862 MS 64. Boldly struck in all areas save for the 
date, last A in AMERICA and corresponding reverse 
location. Attractive peripheral overtones. 

5011 PCGS 1862 MS 66. An exquisite copper-nickel cent, 
displaying pinpoint details, terrific mint luster and a 
whisper of peripheral toning about the obverse.

Intricately detailed and 
displaying only a whisper of lilac color in the fields. 

5032 NGC 1914-S MS 65 Red and Brown. A fully struck 
example, uncommon in such choice condition. The surfaces 
exhibit a hint of rose on the obverse and some streaky 
steel-blue across the reverse. A very rare issue with only 6 
pieces having been so graded by NGC (4,92). 

5033 NGC 1915 MS 64 Red and Brown. A choice, fully struck 
specimen downgraded by a faint finger smudge in the left 
obverse field. 

5034 NGC 1915-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Mostly red and struck 
in bold detail.

Richly toned with 
traces of original red limited to the more protected areas 
NGC population as of April, 1992: 4 pieces.

NGC 
population as of April, 1992: 7 pieces. 

5049 NGC 1929-D MS 64 Red and Brown. A near gem. mellowed 
only slightly in the exposed areas.

5052 PCGS 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 63 Brown. Glossy brown 
surfaces with faint traces of red around the outer devices.

5067 NGC 1871 MS 64. Thick, satiny luster, with appealing 
golden overtones and an identifiable teardrop planchet flake 
before Liberty's nose. 

5068 PCGS 1872 MS 66. Original silvery-gray surfaces that are 
untoned, lustrous and virtually abrasion-free. This is the 
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only MS 66 of this date that has been certified by PCGS 
(4 921 with none finer. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5076 PCGS 1866 Rays MS 63. Lustrous and extremely sharp for 
this two-year type. Only a few scattered carbon specks limit 
the grade. 

5077 NGC 1873 MS 64. Lightly toned surfaces exhibiting strong 
highpoint definition. 

5078 PCGS 1882 MS 64. Frosty and sharp, with a bit of 
yellow-gold and steel-blue coloration on the reverse. 

5079 NGC 1883 MS 66. Fully detailed with dazzling mint luster 
and a touch of golden color at the rims. Several interesting 
die breaks are visible on both obverse and reverse. One of 
just 14 specimens graded as such by NGC. out of 38 for the 
entire type, as of April. 1992. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5083 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 65. Lustrous, original and. other 
than a couple weak stars, very well struck as well. 

5084 PCGS 1883 With Cents MS 63. Cloudy golden-steel surfaces. 

5085 NGC 1883 With Cents MS 64. Lightly toned with 
exceptionally deep mirrors for a business strike. 

5086 PCGS 1884 MS 64. Boldly struck and semi-prooflike. A 
scarcer date that, in gem condition, is nearly on par with 
the considerably higher-priced 1885.

Near flawless golden-gray 
surfaces, evenly and sharply struck throughout with deep 
satiny luster. PCGS has graded 44 examples as such and 
only 2 finer, as of April. 1992. 

5108 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Frosty, well struck and displaying a 
streak or two of golden toning down the reverse. 

5109 PCGS 1916 MS 66. Thick, frosty mint luster with soft 
blue-green and golden pastel highlights. One of just 16 
pieces graded equally by PCGS with none higher, as of 
April. 1992. 

5110 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. Boldly struck for the date, with thick, 
satiny brilliance and delicate golden obverse toning. 

5111 PCGS 1917 MS 63. Olive-grav patina atop razor sharp 
surfaces. 

5112 ANACS 1919-S MS 65. Flashy golden-russet toning 
frames both sides of this prized condition rarity Buffalo. 

Both the strike and surface quality are exceptional. A 
virtually unimprovable example for the specialist in this 
popular series. 

5113 PCGS 1920 MS 66. A superb, incredibly eye-appealing 
specimen, outlined on both sides in crescents of 
iridescent-gold. Despite its hefty mintage figure, pristine 
examples of this date are nearly impossible to come by.

5127 PCGS 1830 MS 64. Very well struck overall, displaying 

only a hint of weakness at the tops of the eagle’s wings. The 
surfaces are layered in a milky steel-violet patina and show 
excellent underlying frostiness. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5128 PCGS 1837 No Stars MS 64. Highly lustrous beneath 
gray and golden-violet toning. A near gem example of this 
briefly issued type. 

5129 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 64. Fully struck with olive and 
blue centers and accented by a mild rose tint at the rims. 

5130 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 65. Intricately detailed and 
basically free of surface marks under a blend of steel-violet 
and golden-russet toning. Not overly rare as a date in gem 
condition, but important as a two-year type coin and among 
the first pieces struck on a steam press. 

5131 PCGS 1839 No Drapery MS 63. Fully detailed beneath 
original gray and orange toning. A select example of this 
short-lived type. 

5132 NGC 1839 No Drapery MS 63. Gray and steel-violet toning 
atop intricately detailed surfaces. 

5133 NGC 1840 No Drapery MS 66. An exquisite early Seated 
coin that has completely defined, medal-like features on 
both sides that are set up boldly against the smooth, 
unblemished fields. Both sides have taken on deep streaks of 
color in shades of blue, grav-violet. and rose. A remarkably 
well preserved example of this three year type and one of 
only 4 pieces to have been so graded bv NGC (4 92) with one 
coin in a higher grade. 

5134 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 63. Rich golden-orange toning, with a 
crescent of steel-blue along the final six stars.

Satiny and very clean for the grade 
beneath lilac and golden toning. 

5137 PCGS 1860-0 MS 64. Original gray and golden toning, with 
hints of steel-blue about the reverse periphery. First year of 
the Legend Obverse type and one of just 16 pieces graded as 
such by PCGS. 

5138 NGC 1862 MS 62. Softly struck on the head with rather 
deep blue and gray toning. 

5139 NGC 1868-S MS 64. While not as scarce as previous 
S-mint half dimes, the '68-S is. nevertheless, a difficult coin 
in mint state. Only 5 other coins have been so graded by 
NGC 14/92) while PCGS (5,92) has only certified 3. This 
piece is toned a mottled russet and golden over both sides 
and is well struck throughout. 

5140 NGC 1869 MS 65. Uniformly toned in greenish-grav and 
steel-violet shades, with sharp details and excellent 
underlying luster. This is the only MS 65 currently graded 


by NGC. while PCGS has graded 6 similarly, as of April. 


5141 NGC 1869-S MS 62. Deep golden-lilac toning with a bit of 
striking weakness on the left half of each side. 

5142 NGC 1873 MS 65. Deep violet, blue and reddish-orange 
iridescence atop prooflike surfaces. A spectacular example 
of this final year of type, one of just 9 graded by NGC, along 
with only 2 by PCGS. as of April. 1992. 

5143 NGC 1873-S MS 64. Gunmetal-gray toning, with 
reddish-orange and steel-blue overtones complementing 
lustrous surfaces. NGC population: 25 pieces. 


EARLY DIMES 

5144 NGC 1805 5 Berries AU 50. JR-1. R.3. The scarcer of the 
two varieties of this year and an attractive coin that shows 
light blue and sea-green toning around the rims. The 
peripheral details are well struck while the centers are 
somewhat soft as usual for this type. The fields are clean 
with no obvious or distracting marks. Trends $425(115,4). 

5145 NGC 1830 MS 63. JR-7. R.4. A scarce variety and one of 
the finest coins known, at least being the equal of the 
Lovejov specimen which was graded as "Choice Brilliant 
Uncirculated."" Well struck and generally untoned with .just 
a hint of light golden color around the devices. 

5146 PCGS 1835 MS 63. JR-4. R.2. Well struck with deep 
grav-lavender centers that are framed by royal blue at the 
rims. An original coin. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5147 PCGS 1839 No Drapery MS 64. Perfectly struck and 
toned in rich grav-gold and sea-green shades. Nearly twice 
as scarce in similar grade as the 1838, being one of just 18 
graded MS 64 by PCGS. as of April. 1992. 

5148 NGC 1875 MS 63. Rich blue and rose-gray toning on the 
obverse while the reverse exhibits concentric shades of 
russet and blue. 

5149 NGC 1875 MS 63. Mildly prooflike with russet and blue 
peripheral toning. 

5150 PCGS 1876-CC MS 64. Exquisite green and gold toning 
about the peripheries. Struck from obviously rusted dies, 
being typically softly struck and displaying minor planchet 
roughness on both obverse and reverse. 

5151 NGC 1876-CC MS 66. Doubled Die Reverse. Breen-3397. 
This coin was obviously saved because of the intense flash 
from the prooflike mirrors in the fields and strength of 
strike seen on each side. Struck from heavily polished dies 
that show myriad striae in the fields. There is scattered 
violet patina around the peripheries and overall the coin 
presents very well. Only 4 pieces have been so graded by 
NGC (4/92) with only 1 coin finer. 

5152 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Original gray, golden and steel-blue 
toning blankets both sides. 

5153 NGC 1888 MS 63. A boldly struck steel-gray example, 
highlighted in orange about Liberty's head and obverse 
lettering. 

5154 NGC 1890 MS 63. Deep antique-gold and bluish-steel 
toning. 

5155 NGC 1891 MS 63. Sharply defined beneath steel-gray and 
yellow-gold toning. A select example of this final year of 
type.

BARBER DIMES 

5159 NGC 1892 MS 84. Steel-violet toning in the centers is 
outlined in more colorful shades of blue-green and gold. 

5160 PCGS 1893 MS 66. An attractive, early Barber dime that 
shows a spot of central brilliance while surrounded by 
golden-brown and sea-green toning on the obverse. The 
surfaces are noticeably free from abrasions and the reverse 
is especially clean. Onlv 2 other pieces have been so graded 
by PCGS (492). 

5161 PCGS 1905-S MS 64. Deep, attractive toning with prooflike 
reflectivity in the fields. A nice, upper-end coin. 

5162 PCGS 1906-D MS 66. An original coin that is toned in 
shades of blue-grav in the centers and framed by royal blue 
at the margins. Nearly flawless surfaces. One of only 4 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (4/92). 

5163 NGC 1907-0 MS 66. A superb, visually appealing 
specimen, toned in concentric shades of russet and blue on 
both obverse and reverse. The underlying surfaces are very 
well preserved and exhibit bold definition throughout. 
Occasionally available at the mint state level, but high 
grade examples are rare indeed. As of April. 1992. this is the 
only MS 66 graded by NGC. in addition to 2 pieces certified 
by PCGS and none higher at either service. 

5164 PCGS 1910-D MS 66. A very appealing coin with 
streaks of multi-colored toning on each side and nearly 
flawless surfaces overall. A much scarcer date than would be 
imagined from looking at the mintage with only 1 other coin 
having been so graded by PCGS (5/92) out a total mint state 
population of only 43 pieces. 

5165 NGC 1913-S MS 64. A fully struck, nearly gem example of 
this low-mintage scarcity. The surfaces exhibit a fairly 
uniform golden-violet toning across the obverse and more 
streaky orarTge-gold coloration on the reverse. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5172 PCGS 1917 MS 65. Original and quite frosty, exhibiting 
speckled russet toning on the reverse. 

5173 PCGS 1917 MS 65 Full Bands. Patchwork golden-brown 
and rose toning. Not a rare date in 65 grade, but a coin with 
premium eye appeal. 

5174 NGC 1919-S MS 65. A very rare issue in any grade of 
uncirculated and one that represents an excellent value 
when found as a non-bands coin. This piece has bright 
satiny luster and still retains much original brilliance with a 
thin layer of golden-brown patina on each side. There is a 
partial split in the bands that should enable this coin to fit 
into a Full Bands set. 

5175 PCGS 1920 MS 65 Full Bands. Light, original toning with 
strong underlying luster. 

5176 PCGS 1930-S MS 65. Brilliant. Partially split bands. 

5177 PCGS 1930-S MS 64 Full Bands. Iridescent toning adorns 
the obverse. 

5178 PCGS 1934 MS 65 Full Bands. Original and frosty, with a 
touch of streaky golden-gray patina on either side. 

5179 PCGS 1934-D MS 65 Full Bands. Blazing mint luster 

5180 PCGS 1934-D MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant with prooflike 
fields on the obverse. Most unusual. 

5181 PCGS 1936-D MS 66 Full Bands. A superb end-of-the-roll 
coin, with original golden-gray and orange toning visible on 


the reverse. 

5182 PCGS 1936-S MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant. 

5183 PCGS 1936-S MS 66 Full Bands. Pristine, frosty white 
surfaces. 

5184 PCGS 1937-D MS 66 Full Bands. Untoned with shimmering 
mint luster and frosty devices. 

5185 PCGS 1937-S MS 65 Full Bands. Golden toning across the 
reverse. 

5186 PCGS 1937-S MS 66 Full Bands. A scarcer date in this lofty 
condition. White and frosty. 

5187 PCGS 1938 MS 65 Full Bands. Delicate vellow-gold toning. 

5188 PCGS 1938-S MS 65 Full Bands. Bright, untoned surfaces. 

5189 PCGS 1938-S MS 66 Full Bands. Brilliant and highly 
lustrous. 

5190 PCGS 1939 MS 66; 1940-D MS 66; 1944 MS 66; and a 
1945-D MS 66, all pristine specimens lacking full horizontal 
band definition. (Total: 4 coins) 

5191 PCGS 1939-S MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant. Fairly scarce, 
with the majority of choice examples of this date found 
lacking horizontal bands detail. 

5192 NGC 1943-S MS 67. Both sides of this dazzling, near perfect 
Mercury dime are framed in spectacular multi-colored 
toning. 

5193 PCGS 1945-D MS 65 Full Bands. Frosty. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECE 

5196 ANACS 1875-S AU 50. Uniformly toned in hazy golden-gray 
and steel-blue shades. Unusually sharp for the issue, even at 
the tip of the eagle's left wing which is often lacking in 
detail. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

5197 NGC 1818 MS 63. Very sharply struck overall, exhibiting 
only a hint of weakness on the eagle's head and right talons. 
The obverse is toned an attractive golden color, somewhat 
deeper about the outer portions. A series of interesting die 
cracks are not iced on the reverse. One of just 12 pieces 
graded MS 63 by NGC. as of April, 1992. 

5198 NGC 1831 MS 63. Small letters. The devices on this select 
Small Size Bust quarter display outstanding highpoint, 
definition and frostiness, being highlighted in antique-gold 
toning. Limited in grade only by a few wispy hairlines in the 
fields. 

5199 PCGS 1831 MS 64. A coin of singular beauty as well as 
rarity in high grade. As we have said in the past. Bust 
quarters are surely one of the best values among all 19th 
century type coins. Not only are they rare in the absolute 
sense, but they give the numismatic consumer excellent 
value for the dollar spent. All dates in the Small Size series 
are rare, but the 1831 is most often encountered in this 
grade with 18 pieces having been so graded by PCGS (4 92). 
This coin has lovely golden-russet and deep blue toning on 
each side and it is fully struck in all areas. 

5200 PCGS 1834 MS 63. An interesting coin that shows 
prooflike fields beneath the deep, multi-colored toning seen 
on each side. The features are sharply struck, and there is 
one scratch across the breasts of Liberty that keeps the coin 
in the MS 63 category. 
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LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5201 NGC 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 62. A strong, upper-end 
coin that is deeply toned on each side and shows especially 
sharp striking details in all areas. A premium example of 
this scarce and popular one year type coin. One of only 11 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC < 4 921. 

5202 NGC 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 64. Fully struck with 
bright mottled iridescent color on the obverse and very little 
color on the reverse. A highly lustrous example of this rare 
one year type. This coin shows slight remnants of a second 
punch on the shaft of the right arrow and a very faint 
crossbar of a 4 underdigit, corresponding to Breen-3991, the 
very rare overdate. 

5203 PCGS 1877 MS 66. A shimmering, gem quality specimen, 
essentially untoned and displaying a thick satiny brilliance 
and frosty devices. For a 115-vear old silver coin that looks 
as though it was minted last week, check out this 
outstanding Seated Libertv quarter, one of 25 graded as 
such by PCGS. as of April, 1992. 

5204 PCGS 1880 MS 66. Chalky white devices set against 
glittering semi-prooflike fields. This, combined with russet 
and blue iridescent toning on the reverse and impeccable 
surface quality, create an incredibly eye appealing specimen. 
One of just 13,600 business strikes issued, only 14 of which 
have graded MS 66 at PCGS. as of April. 1992*. 

5205 PCGS 1884 MS 65. Only 8.000 business strikes were 
produced in this year, a mere token mintage that could not 
begin to approach the needs of the nation for twenty-five 
cent pieces. There was. however, a glut of coins from the 
1870s still in circulation so people at the time barely noticed 
that coins dated in the 1880s were not in their pocket 
change. Only 19 coins have been certified by PCGS (4/92) in 
MS 65 condition. This is a fully struck piece with deep, 
original toning and bright underlying luster. 

5206 PCGS 1891 MS 64. Satiny and very clean, with soft golden 
highlights visible on both sides. 


B ARBER QUARTERS 

5209 PCGS 1907-0 MS 64. Excellent luster beneath the deep, 
multi-colored toning. This coin’s only flaw is a slight 
softness of highpoint detail. 

5210 PCGS 1912 MS 63. Very frosty, with speckled russet toning 
appearing primarily about the borders 

5211 NGC 1914 MS 65. Deep lavender, golden-orange and 
green-gold toning in the recessed areas. 

5212 PCGS 1915 MS 63. Silvery-grav obverse with green and blue 
toning about the peripheral devices. The reverse is toned a 
more uniform golden color. 

5213 NGC 1916 MS 64. Lovely burgundy, blue and emerald-green 
toning in the recessed areas of both obverse and reverse 

5214 NGC 1916-D MS 64. Extremely frosty with smatterings of 
orange-gold toning on the obverse along with mottled russet 
and sea-green iridescence on the opposite side. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5220 ANACS 1917 Type Two MS 65. Specks of russet, green and 
bright yellow toning outline either side. Not quite a full 
head, but otherwise very sharply struck. 

5221 PCGS 1918 MS 64. A lightly toned, razor sharp example, 
with only a touch of flatness on Liberty’s head removing it 
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from full head status. 

5222 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Colorful lavender, apple-green and 
blue obverse toning; light golden-gray reverse. 

5223 NGC 1919 MS 65. Monochromatic toning on the obverse but 
colored in bright bands of iridescence across the reverse. An 
original and attractive example of this early Standing 
quarter. 

5224 PCGS 1919-D MS 66. Frosty white and essentially free 
of surface marks, with the obverse exhibiting a satiny 
texture and the reverse being more lustrous. A pristine 
example of this scarcer Standing Liberty quarter, one of just 
11 pieces graded as such by PCGS. none higher, as of April, 
1992. 

5225 PCGS 1920 MS 63. Specks of russet and violet toning 
outline the obverse. The reverse is toned in milky 
multi-colored hues. 

5226 PCGS 1920-S MS 63. Lustrous and clean beneath a milky 
silverv-gray patina. PCGS population: 33 pieces. 

5227 PCGS 1923 MS 67. A virtually "as struck'" specimen. The 
surfaces display vibrant mint luster and only a whisper of 
golden toning covers the obverse. The strike, while not 
attaining a full head designation, very nearly reaches that 
level of sharpness. Gem 1923 quarters are the most common 
of its type, but as the grade reaches MS 67. the population 
thins out very rapidlv. In fact, onlv 2 specimens have graded 
this high at PCGS. as of May. 1992. 

5228 PCGS 1923-S MS 63 Full Head. Fully detailed and frosty, 
with traces of toning about the devices. This low mintage 
issue is scarce in all grades, but particularly in fully struck 
mint state condition. As of April. 1992. just 12 examples 
have graded equally at PCGS. 

5229 PCGS 1924-S MS 63. Lightly toned obverse. This frosty 
example is one of 33 pieces graded equally by PCGS. as of 
April. 1992. 

5230 PCGS 1926-S MS 66. An original coin of unsurpassable 
beauty and originality. The luster is so thick and frosted it 
looks like it will roll right off the coin, and both sides are 
subtly toned in light pastel shades, being especially- 
pronounced on the reverse. One of only 3 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS 14/92) with none finer. 

5231 ANACS 1927-S AU 50. Lustrous silvery-grav surfaces 
exhibiting only minimal wear. Mint state 1927-S quarters 
are extremely scarce and. to many, cost prohibitive, making 
this pleasing AU specimen a viable alternative. 

5232 PCGS 1928-S MS 65. Blazing mint luster with only a faint 
streak of toning across the obverse. 

5233 PCGS 1929 MS 63. A clean, silvery-grav example. 

5234 NGC 1930 MS 65 Full Head. Lilac-grav and green-gold 
toning rests atop frosty, mark-free surfaces. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5235 PCGS 1934 MS 65. Mottled golden-orange obverse toning. 

5236 NGC 1935 MS 66. Blue and brown toning, leaving a 
bull’s-eye of brilliance on either side. 

5237 NGC 1935-S MS 67. Toned in concentric rings of color with 
a brilliant center and seemingly flawless surfaces. An 
exceptionally attractive example of this otherwise rather 
ordinary design. 

5238 NGC 1936-S MS 66. Creamy smooth surfaces with a touch 
of light golden color at the margins. 
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5239 PCGS 1938-S MS 65. Splashes of light obverse toning. 

EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5248 PCGS 1812 AU 55. Light to medium gray in color, 
displaying utter originality and no noticeable defects. 

5249 PCGS 1813 AU 58. O-107a. Attractive russet peripheral 
toning, with an occasional hint of iridescent-blue along the 
obverse rim. Late die state, showing numerous and 
prominent die cracks on either side. 

5250 PCGS 1814 AU 58. O-102a. R.3. Frosty silverv-gray surfaces 
framed, on the obverse, in rich russet and blue toning. An 
affordable, obviously original example of this scarcer, early 
date issue. 

5251 PCGS 1815/2 XF 45. Both sides are toned a natural 
violet-gray, with traces of orange-gold in the reverse 
lettering. A pinpoint mark is noticed before Liberty’s 
mouth, the only mentionable flaw on this pleasing, wholly 
original example, long recognized as the key in the Bust half 
dollar series. Trends $2,950 in XF 40 and $5,750 in AU 50. 
as of May 11. 1992. 

5252 NGC 1821 MS 64. O-105a. Frosty and very sharp in detail, 
with mottled shades of brownish-gray and olive-green across 
the obverse while the reverse is highlighted in a lighter 
reddish-gold. NGC has graded only 9 pieces MS 64 and only 
2 higher, as of April. 1992. 

5253 NGC 1825 MS 64. 0-114. Both obverse and reverse are 
layered in a medium golden-grav, with deeper russet and 
blue overtones in the more protected areas. The strike is 
adequate for the variety, displaying some diagnostic 
softness in the arrow feathers and eagle’s talons. 

5254 PCGS 1826 AU 58. An original, essentially "new" specimen 
overlaid in a blend of gray and steel-violet toning, with some 
deeper eharcbal coloration along the left obverse border. 
More desirable than quite a few MS 60 examples we’ve seen. 

5255 PCGS 1828 MS 63. Square base 2. small 8’s. large letters. 
Frosty and virtually untoned, with only a whisper of 
steely-gray patina across the obverse. 

5256 NGC 1829 MS 64. Watery prooflike surfaces, outlined on 
both obverse and reverse in milky golden-grav toning. 
Potential bidders should inspect this coin carefully, as the 
obviously reflective fields could indicate a special striking. 
One of just 11 pieces graded MS 64 by NGC , with only 2 
higher, as of April, 1992. 

5257 NGC 1835 AU 50. Original gray and yellow-gold toning. 

5258 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge MS 63. Boldly struck 
throughout and displaying a glossy golden-grav obverse. The 
reverse is frostier and shows a crescent of blue iridescence 
along the left edge. An unusually well preserved example of 
this short-lived type. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5259 PCGS 1839 No Drapery AU 55. Lustrous light gray 
surfaces with traces of brown and steel-blue toning about 
the devices. Very scarce in high grades and eagerly 
sought-after due to its standing as a one-year type coin. 

Trends $1,700 in AU 50 and $3,500 in MS 60. as of Mav 11, 

1992. 

5260 NGC 1844-0 MS 64. Early No Motto halves in the 
higher grades of mint state are always a rare find, but there 
are very few extant from the New Orleans mint. This is one 
of perhaps only 12-15 pieces that exist today in any 
condition of uncirculated. This coin is fully struck in all 
areas, the design details being completely popped up from 
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the smooth, virtually unbroken fields. Toned a uniform 
grav-olive with a touch of lavender in the center of the 
obverse. Only one other coin has been so graded by NGC 
with one piece finer (4/92), none have been certified in this 
high a grade by PCGS. 

5261 NGC 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 50. Bright steel-gray 
surfaces, with strong definition and subtle steel-blue toning 
in the protected areas. 

5262 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 63. This is a fully 
struck coin that is toned a uniform gray with satiny 
underlying luster. Overall, the coin has the appearance of a 
piece that could grade a point or two higher than it does. An 
intelligent investment coin that is from a one year type and 
has onlv had 33 pieces certified in this grade by PCGS 
(4,92). ' 

5263 PCGS 1855-0 Arrows MS 62. White and frosty. The central 
details are reasonably sharp, but there is some noticeable 
softness in the stars and lettering. A high end example for 
the grade. 

5264 NGC 1859 MS 63. Vivid orange-gold highlights in the 
recessed areas, revealing an old finger smudge in the right 
obverse field. Quite scarce in all areas of the mint state 
spectrum, with just 5 pieces graded as such by NGC. as of 
April. 1992. 

5265 PCGS 1859-S MS 63. Sharply struck with excellent luster 
and just the lightest bit of color on the obverse. Scarce in 
min t state with the majority of survivors in XF-AU and 
cleaned t from the Guatemala hoard). Only 3 other pieces 
have been so graded by PCGS (5/92) with only 1 finer. 

5266 NGC 1860-0 MS 65. The obverse exhibits a mixture of 
golden-steel, violet and blue toning while the reverse is 
frosty and essentially brilliant. An outstanding example of 
this pre-Civil War issue struck in the deep South, one of just 
7 pieces graded as such by NGC, none higher. 

5267 NGC 1861-0 MS 64. Specimen Striking. There have 
been as many as six specimen strikings of 1861-0 halves 
recorded over the years (with a couple of possible duplicate 
listings i. This piece does not appear to match any of the 
known proofs from major collections sold over the past 
thirty years. It is. however, from the Beistle 2-C dies from 
which "the other known proofs were struck, characterized by 
the one faint and one disconnected line of drapery at the 
elbow, the partially supported foot, and the high mintmark. 
The coin was examined by noted proof expert. Walter Breen, 
but he was unable to furnish the consignor with papers of 
authenticity prior to his premature retirement from 
numismatics. The fields are deeply reflective and the 
surfaces are toned in layers of royal blue and charcoal gray 
with a mild accent of reddish patina around the devices. The 
apparent occasion for the striking of these coins was the 
inception of coinage at the New Orleans mint for Louisiana 
and the Confederacy. This is the first such specimen we 
have handled and is certainly an important as well as 
historic item. Accompanied by a custom made wooden box 
with a brass plate on top identifying the coin. 

5268 PCGS 1862-S MS 61. Once believed a great rarity, in 
the 1950s a hoard of S-mint halves surfaced in Guatemala, 
most likely sent there during the Civil War. Most of these 
coins were cleaned with an abrasive and are AU. Uncleaned 
mint state pieces have remained rare. This coin is fully 
struck and shows scattered russet toning around the 
surfaces on both sides. There are a few tiny contact marks 
but overall this is a pleasing example of this rare wartime 
issue. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5269 NGC 1907-D MS 63. Fully detailed with shimmering mint 
luster and only a whisper of toning about the stars and 
lettering. 
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5270 NGC 1907-D MS 65. Fully struck and originally toned 
with superb mint luster. This is a very pleasing mintmarked 
half that has good eve appeal. One of onlv 7 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC (4/92). 

5271 PCGS 1908 MS 66. An original, absolute gem example of 
this better date Barber. The fully struck surfaces are draped 
in a light gray toning, with specks of orange-gold and 
apple-green appearing along the left portions of either side. 
One of only 3 examples graded equally by PCGS. with none 
higher as of April. 1992. 

5272 PCGS 1915-D MS 63. Lightly toned in mottled pinkish-gold 
and lilac shades. The underlying surfaces are sharply- 
defined and quite clean for the assigned grade. 

5273 NGC 1915-S MS 64. Exceedingly lustrous with speckled 
violet toning about the obverse periphery. An attractive, 
high end example of this final year Barber issue. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5276 PCGS 1917 MS 64. Typically bold, with a matte-like finish 
and scattered golden toning. 

5277 NGC 1917 MS 64. Golden and steel-violet toning blankets 
matte-like surfaces. 

5278 NGC 1918 MS 64. Fully struck with light, even gray-lilac 
toning and strong underlying luster. A clean coin as well 
and one that is very close to full gem status. 

5279 NGC 1920-D MS 64. This originally toned coin has 
obviously spent many years in a cardboard holder in order 
to acquire the golden-russet toning seen over both sides. 

These multiple layers of patina do not obscure the luster 
below and. in fact, only add to the charm of this rare early 
Walking half. Well struck except in the area of the head on 
Liberty. One of only 9 pieces to have been so graded by NGC 
14/92) with a mere 4 coins in higher condition. 

5280 NGC 1929-S MS 64. Bright and lustrous, with strong 
definition in Liberty’s head and hand 

5281 PCGS 1929-S MS 64. A second high grade example of this 
elusive (in mint state) issue. More satiny and a bit cleaner 
than the previous coin, with subtle golden toning noticeable 
only in a few protected areas. 

5282 PCGS 1936 MS 65. Delicate golden toning. 

5283 PCGS 1936-D MS 65. Satiny and quite clean, with delicate 
golden highlights on either side. 

5284 NGC 1936-S MS 64. Bright and lustrous. 

5285 PCGS 1938 MS 65. A crescent of reddish-orange toning 
dresses up the obverse, along with speckled brown and 
apple-green toning on the reverse 

5286 PCGS 1938-D MS 65. Frosty and virtually untoned, 
displaying only a blush of russet color on the flag and 
Liberty’s outstretched arm. 

5287 PCGS 1939 MS 66. Superb overall surfaces with just a hint 
of light color on the reverse. 

5288 PCGS 1939-D MS 65. Splashes of light golden-brown toning 
are evident on both obverse and reverse. 

5289 PCGS 1939-D MS 65. Milky silvery-grav surfaces. 

5290 NGC 1939-D MS 65. Extremely frosty beneath splashes of 
rose-gold and yellow iridescent toning. 

5291 PCGS 1939-S MS 66. Lovely silvery mint bloom and near 
flawless fields. 
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5292 NGC 1940-S MS 64. Brilliant and well struck with prooflike 
fields. 

5293 PCGS Short set of Walking Liberty half dollars, all MS 64. 
All the coins are either brilliant or lightly toned, with strong 
strikes on the S-mint issues. (Total: 20 coins) 

5294 PCGS 1941 MS 65. Fully struck with blazing mint luster. 

5295 PCGS 1941 MS 65. Brilliant obverse; soft yellow-gold 
reverse. 

5296 PCGS 1941-D MS 65. Deeply lustrous with an almost 
prooflike reverse. 

5297 PCGS 1941-D MS 65. Original silverv-gray color, with 
touches of brown and golden-orange toning at the 
peripheries. 

5298 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. Very well struck and lustrous, with a 
blush of golden color across the obverse. 

5299 NGC 1941-S MS 65. Well struck and exceptionally smooth 
under a layer of creamy rose-grav toning. The key to the 
Walking Liberty "short set" and a reasonably scarce item at 
the MS 65 level.

The reverse is layered in an orange-gold toning 
and exhibits some blue iridescent flashes at. the bo rders. 
Sharply struck overall, with only a few scattered marks 
noticeable on the obverse. A possible condition census 
example of this scarcer variety. 

5335 PCGS 1799 XF 40. Well balanced silvery-gray surfaces, 
untoned save for scattered russet coloration about the first 
seven stars and LIBERTY. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

5336 PCGS 1860-0 MS 60. Above average for the issue as well as 
the grade with a few abrasions scattered over the prooflike 
fields. 

5337 NGC 1869 MS 62. Burdened with a misleadingly large 
mintage, the 1869 dollar is really much scarcer than its 
mintage would suggest. Presumably, a large number were 
stored in bags in government facilities and melted under the 
authority of the Pittman Act of 1918. This has led to proofs 
being more available than high quality business strikes. 

This is a very sharply struck coin with a few small, 
scattered abrasions. The luster is excellent and the coin is 
lightly and attractively toned. This is the only MS 62 
certified by NGC (4 92) with only 4 other coins graded 
higher.

Scarce 
and popular date.

this key date Morgan dollar. The surfaces are well balanced 
and show minimal wear with only a few scattered marks on 
the obverse. 

5417 PCGS 1893-S AU 50. Both sides of this legendary rarity 
displav a uniform steelv-gray appearance and show only 
minimal wear of highpoint detail. This date is very nearly as 
rare in AU condition as it is in mint state. PCGS has graded 
onlv 3 pieces equally out of a total of 8 in all grades of AU, 
as of April.

From the same 
source as the previous coin, but with even deeper mirror

5424 PCGS 1896 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Only a single 
light cut on Liberty’s cheek keeps this glittering specimen 
from an otherwise deserved 65 grade. 

5425 NGC 1896 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Clean, fully 
detailed surfaces that sparkle with first strike brilliance. 
Just 11 examples of this date have graded 65 DPL at NGC. 
with none higher as of April. 1992. 

5426 PCGS 1896-0 MS 62. A typically soft strike for this 
rare New Orleans issue, with murky golden-gray toning 
covering both sides and deepening at the borders. The 
underlying surfaces are really quite clean for the grade, but 
exhibit the usual drab, satiny luster associated with most of 
the few mint state survivors of this date.

Splotchy orange-gold toning across 
the obverse. 

5451 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. Brilliant and. other than a few minor 
field marks to the left of Liberty, a solid gem example. 
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5452 PCGS 1924 MS 65. Lustrous and nearly free of surface 
marks, with only a streak of light golden toning on the 

5453 NGC 1924 MS 65. Mottled orange and greenish-gray 
obverse toning. 

5454 NGC 1924 MS 66. An extraordinary 1924 dollar featuring 
dazzling mint brilliance, frosty devices and virtually 
impeccable surfaces. These features are far scarcer on Peace 
dollars as a series than on Morgan dollars. Of more than 
2,000 examples of this date submitted to NGC, only 35 have 
been certified as such, as of April. 1992. 

5455 NGC 1925 MS 65. Sharply struck and untoned. 

5456 PCGS 1925-S MS 62; and a 1927-S MS 62. the former toned 
a light golden-gray about the central devices and the latter 
brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

5457 PCGS 1925-S MS 64. Frosty and very well struck for the 
date, with speckled golden-violet toning overlaying both 
obverse and reverse. 

5458 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Light golden toning, mostly on the 
reverse. 

5459 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Silvery-gray with splashes of golden 
toning about the borders. 

5461 PCGS 1926-S MS 63. Speckled golden-gray toning about the 
central devices. 

5462 NGC 1926-S MS 65. Speckled olive-grav and milky violet 
toning blankets both obverse and reverse of this choice, 
wholly original specimen. 

5463 PCGS 1927 MS 64. A lustrous, high end example, kept from 
gem status by a few pinpoint marks on Liberty's neck. 

5464 NGC 1927 MS 64. Delicate golden toning over frosty 
surfaces. 

5465 PCGS 1927-S MS 62. Shimmering mint luster. Limited in 
grade by die striations in the obverse field and several series 
of milling marks. 

5466 PCGS 1927-S MS 64. Delicate lilac and gold toning is visible 
on both obverse and reverse. 

5467 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Speckled russet toning adonis both sides 
of this high-end, original example. Low mintage date, in 
lower grades the key to the Peace dollar series. 

5468 NGC 1928 MS 64. Speckled green-gold and russet toning, 
deeper on the obverse. A choice example of this low-mintage 


5469 NGC 1934-D MS 65. The satiny luster that covers both 
sides is only interrupted by the smallest abrasions in 
non-offensive areas. Both sides show a light golden

5470 PCGS 1934-S MS 65. Both sides are covered in a 
mottled lilac-gray toning, with full underlying mint 
brilliance and few appreciable marks. No longer the key to 
the Peace dollar series in gem condition, but still a very 
tough coin to locate at this grade level.

Subtly 
colored and quite clean for the grade. 

5476 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase McKinley MS 62. Good 
luster with one scratch behind the head and a couple of 
small copper stains on the obverse.

The mintage alone of 
1.811 pieces would be enough to guarantee the 1855-D a 
place among the rarest of all gold dollars. However, when 
one realizes it is also a Type Two. the coin takes on an extra 
dimension of desirability. It is also a condition rarity that is 
alleged to exist in mint condition, but to date (5/92) none 
have been certified in uncirculated by either service. This is 
a lightly worn specimen that shows none of the usual 
planchet defects common to this issue. Trends $4500 in XF 
40. $9250 in AU 50 (4/27). 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5481 NGC 1842-D XF 40. A pleasing yellow-gold example of 
this rare Dahlonega issue, one of just 4.643 pieces struck 
and only a handful of XF or better specimens remaining. 

Both NGC and PCGS combined have graded only a single 
AU 50 and no mint state pieces, putting this sharply defined 
specimen in a solid condition census position. Trends $3.150 
in XF. as of April 27, 1992. 

5482 PCGS 1843-D XF 40. Bright surfaces with some visible 
softness on the high points. The most available D-mint 
quarter eagle and. as such, a perfect coin for type purposes. 

5483 PCGS 1851-C XF 45. Light vellow-gold in color with 
considerably less wear than is normally encountered on this 
tough (mintage: 14.923) Charlotte quarter eagle. PCGS has 
graded 6 specimens equally and just 4 coins in higher 
grades, as of April, 1992. Trends $1,500 in XF 40 and $3,350 
in AU 50. as of April 27, 1992. 

5484 PCGS 1858-C AU 50. A sharply struck example of this very 
scarce Charlotte quarter eagle whose only weakness is a 
slight softness of detail in the centers (as always). Only 
9,056 pieces were struck and of that number very few 
remain today in collector's hands. Of those that do remain, 
the majority are VF with XF coins being quite elusive. This 
piece shows a couple of small planchet flakes on either side 
and the fields have taken on a deeper orange hue with 
bright yellow-gold at the margins. Trends $3250 (4/27). 


>485 PCGS 1858-C MS 60. An extraordinary condition rarity 
of a major Charlotte issue, believed to only number three or 
four coins in strict mint condition. According to the most 
recent population data from the major services only four 
coins have been certified in uncirculated grades. 3 in MS 60 
and 1 in MS 61 (all by PCGS). This is an especially well 
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struck coin with only a touch of the usual softness seen in 
the centers of most pieces. There are no major impairments 
on the devices or in the fields, only a number of small 
abrasions that do not detract from the overall eye appeal of 
this rare and valuable coin. Trends $9750 (4/27). 

5486 ANACS 1859-D AU 50. "Genuine*Not 

Graded*Repaired-Cleaned." A rare Dahlonega quarter eagle 
with an impressively low mintage of only 2.244 pieces. 
Apparently some repair work was effected to the cheek of 
Liberty and the surfaces have been cleaned. However, the 
coin is'actuallv nicer than the above description might lead 
one to think. Since ANACS did not grade the coin, the above 
grade was given in-house. Trends $1300 in VF 20. $2900 in 
XF 40 14/27). 

5487 NGC 1868-S MS 60. Very rare in strict mint state 
condition, there have only been 2 coins certified by both 
sendees in uncirculated, this one and a single MS 61 by 
PCGS (4/92). This is a sharp coin with good detail, but still 
slightly soft (as always > on the eagle’s leg. Relatively clean 
for the' grade with light reddish color. Trends $4450 14/27). 

5488 NGC 1870-S AU 50. A very scarce issue with only 16,000 
pieces struck and considerably rarer than the mintage 
would indicate. Unlike most examples of this date this piece 
is well struck in the centers, and the fields show more luster 
remaining than many other AU 50 coins. Attractive 
vellow-gold color throughout. Trends $875 14/27). 

5489 NGC 1878-S MS 62. Sharply struck with attractive 
color, this is a much scarcer issue than one might imagine 
from the mintage. This is the only MS 62 certified by NGC 
'4,92) with only 2 coins finer. 

5490 PCGS 1882 MS 63. Fully struck with swirling mint luster. A 
date with an impressively low mintage of only 4,000 pieces. 

5491 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Superb luster and color. 

5492 PCGS 1903 MS 65. Superb mint luster and fully struck 
throughout.^nd showing a couple of tiny copper stains on 
the obverse that provide a slight variation in color but do 
not detract from the overall visual appeal of the coin. A 
lovely gem type coin. 

5493 PCGS 1905 MS 67. An amazing type coin whose surfaces 
are free from all obvious post-striking impairments. The 
luster and color of this coin are absolutely outstanding with 
the light reddish and steelv-blue patina being especially 
pronounced on the reverse. An unimprovable type coin and 
one of only 7 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS 15/92). 

5494 PCGS 1907 MS 66. An exciting type coin that is rarely 
encountered in such a superior state of preservation. This 
piece is essentially perfect. Its surfaces show’ no evidence of 
contact with other coins and the luster is smooth and silky 
with just a hint of light reddish color. One of only 37 pieces 
to have been so graded by PCGS 14/92). 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5497 PCGS 1909 MS 63. Fully struck with attractive, above 
average surfaces. 

5498 PCGS 1910 MS 62. Full strike. 

5499 NGC 1911 MS 62. Fully struck and a nice type coin for the 
grade. 

5500 NGC 1914-D MS 62. Well struck with good luster. 

5501 PCGS 1914-D MS 63. Sharply struck with deep reddish 
color. 

5502 NGC 1914-D MS 63. Bright, lustrous surfaces. Slightly 
better date. 
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5503 NGC 1915 MS 62. Lustrous and fully struck. 

5504 NGC 1925-D MS 64. Superb luster with exceptionally clean 
surfaces. 

5505 PCGS 1928 MS 63. Full strike with rich reddish color. 

5506 NGC 1929 MS 63. Sharply struck. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5507 PCGS 1854-D XF 40. The 1854-D three-dollar is one of 
the most desirable and eagerly sought out of all 19th 
century U.S. gold coins. Not only is it rare in the absolute 
sense with a mintage of only 1120 pieces, but it is also a 
condition rarity, as well as the only Dahlonega three-dollar 
gold piece. As such the opportunity to purchase a ’54-D is 
very rare indeed. It simply is not possible to be too 
particular, as it may be years before the collector has the 
opportunity to acquire a comparable specimen. This piece 
show’s light, even wear over the highpoints of the design. 

The surfaces have taken on a light reddish color and are 
quite clean with onlv a couple of minor scuffs on the reverse. 
Trends $10,000 (4/27). 

5508 ANACS 1855 MS 62. While one of the more commonly 
encountered early threes, there are no more than three to 
four dozen mint state coins known. This is an attractive and 
original coin with considerable red color and just a hint of 
olive. There are a few small abrasions in the fields and the 
luster is fully up to the usual high standards for this series. 

5509 PCGS 1871 AU 50. A rare, low mintage issue with only 
1,300 pieces struck-a mintage that is low enough to even 
impress specialists in this series. While still retaining some 
of the prooflikeness seen on most 1871 business strikes, the 
surfaces have taken on a deep orange patina while the 
highpoints of each side show a lilac color. An affordable 
grade for this rare three-dollar gold piece. Trends $1350 
(4/27). 

5510 PCGS 1878 AU 58. Well struck and just a few barely 
detectable luster breaks on the obverse from full 
uncirculated condition. 

5511 PCGS 1888 MS 61. Shimmering luster and. other than a 
pinpoint depression before Liberty’s nose and a similar 
mark to the left of the 3, at least a point or two higher in 
grade. One of just 5.000 pieces struck. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

5512 PCGS 1807 Bust Right VF 30. Unusual rose iridescent 
overtones, mostly in the recessed areas. Final year of its 
type and, like many circulated examples, appearing a full 
grade higher on the reverse. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5513 NGC 1839-D VF 20. A scarce early Coronet five with the 
popular obverse mintmark. Well worn on the obverse with a 
slightly better defined reverse and clean surfaces overall. 
Trends $825 (4/271. 

5514 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. A scarce early Coronet five and one 
that is very pleasing for the grade with clean surfaces and 
good striking detail. Trends $750 in XF 40. $2550 in AU 50 
(4/27). 

5515 PCGS 1844-0 AU 55. Fully struck and prooflike with bright 
yellow-gold color. A sharp looking example of this common 
date No Motto five. 

5516 PCGS 1847 MS 60. Lustrous but just a bit too bagmarked to 
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grade any higher. An affordable No Motto five. 

5517 ANACS 1854-D AU 55. An uncommonly fine Dahlonega 
half eagle that is very sharply defined at the margins and 
only shows slight weakness in the centers. The fields are 
prooflike and there are scattered portions of reddish color 
on each side. One of the more affordable Dahlonega fives 
and an excellent tvpe coin. Trends $2350 in AU 50. $7500 in 
MS 60 (4 27). 

5518 PCGS 1855-C MS 60. A very scarce C harlotte half eagle 
that is seldom seen in mint condition with only 3-4 strictly 
uncirculated pieces estimated to exist. The obverse is very 
sharply struck while the reverse shows a bit of localized 
weakness on the arrow feathers. Deeply and uniformly 
toned a reddish-coppery color with only a few small ticks in 
the surfaces. Trends $10,250 14/27.). 

5519 NGC 1860-C XF 45. Another rare Charlotte half eagle, 
this being one of the more widely recognized dates. Only 
14.813 pieces were struck and an XF coin is about as fine a 
grade as one can usually locate without paying a substantial 
premium. This piece is well struck on the obverse but shows 
the diagnostic weak reverse from having been struck with 
the ’59-C die. Trends $2050 in XF 40. $4000 in AU 50 (4/27). 

5520 PCGS 1861 MS 62. One of the more commonly 
encountered No Motto fives, but still a desirable coin in any 
condition of mint state. Fully struck with attractive rose 
colored patina within the recesses of the design. Only 8 
pieces have been so graded by PCGS 14/92). 

5521 NGC 1871-CC VF 20. A rare, early CC five that is generally 
not available in grades higher than \T. An original coin 
with even wear and relatively clean surfaces. Trends $1000 


5522 PCGS 1873-S XF 40. An extremely rare With Motto five 
that is unknown in mint condition and at the XF 45 level 
places this coin among the finest known. Well struck, the 
surfaces show a light edging of rose tinted color around the 
devices and about the peripheries. Trends $3500 in XF 40, 
$11,500 in AU 50 (4/27). 

5523 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Fully struck with attractive orange 
centers and pale olive peripheries. 

5524 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Fully struck with scattered reddish 
peripheral color. 

5525 NGC 1891-CC MS 62. Fully struck with a few scattered field 
marks on each side. 

5526 PCGS 1899 MS 62. Good luster and strike. 

5527 PCGS 1900 MS 62. Sharp and lustrous. 

5528 PCGS 1900-S MS 61. Very scarce in mint state with only 6 
pieces having been so graded by PCGS (4/92) with 13 in 
higher grades. Sharplv struck with rich orange color. 

Trends $1000 in MS 60, $2800 in MS 63 .4/27). 

5529 PCGS 1901 MS 66. This superb type coin is characterized 
by a strong strike and bright, exuberant pink and orange 
tinted luster. The surfaces appear to be nearly perfect as 
the coin is slowly rotated beneath a light. An outstanding 
five-dollar Liberty and one of only 3 pieces that have been 
graded as such by PCGS (5/92). 

5530 PCGS 1904 MS 63. Clean, richly colored surfaces. Not an 
overly scarce date, but seen far less often in MS 63 condition 
than several Liberty fives from this decade. 

5531 PCGS 1906 MS 63. Frosty and quite clean for the grade, 
with appealing golden-orange coloration. Another lesser 
seen date, even scarcer than the 1904 just offered. 

5532 NGC 1908 MS 62. Very clean surfaces for the grade with 
attractive orange-red color. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLE 

5534 NGC 1908-S MS 62. Well struck and lightly abraded in the 
fields, t he surfaces of this low mintage issue show the soft 
frosted luster common to coins of this date. Scarce. 

5535 PCGS 1908-S MS 65. A very scarce mintmarked Indian 
five with an impressively low mintage of only 82.000 pieces. 
This is a well struck coin with the usually seen soft frosted 
luster and rich orange-red color. One of only 8 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS (4/92) with 5 in higher grades. 

5536 NGC 1910-S AU 58. An affordable alternative to one of the 
very scarce mint state coins. Numerous small marks in the 
fields with just a trace of friction on the highpoints. Trends 
$375 in AU 50. $1450 in MS 60 (4/27). 

5537 PCGS 1911-D XF 40. Bright surfaces with minimal wear. A 
scarcer date sporting the second lowest mintage in the 
series. 

5538 PCGS 1912 MS 63. An extremely clean specimen 
displaying frosty devices and a green-gold tint about the 
reverse border. The vast majority of mint state Indian half 
eagles grade MS 62 or less. 

5539 PCGS 1913-S AU 50. Well struck (except on the mintmarkj 
with relatively clean fields for the grade. Trends $355 (4/27). 

5540 PCGS 1916-S MS 64. This is one of the most attractive 
’ 16-S fives we can remember seeing in recent memory. 
Unlike the somewhat baggy pieces from the hoard that 
surfaced a few years ago. this coin is very clean and has a 
bright, satiny luster. Fully struck also. One of only 7 pieces 
certified by PCGS in this grade (4/92) with only 1 coin finer. 


EARLY EAGLES 

5542 PCGS 1799 MS 62. No matter how many early gold coins 
we handle, a lustrous mint state specimen never fails to 
impress us. Normally only seen in VF-XF grades or 
occasionally in AU. uncirculated early tens are one of the 
most elusive and highly sought out type coins in all of U.S. 
numismatics. This piece is well defined with good detail on 
Liberty’s hair as well as the eagle's breast. The fields are 
very clean for a coin of this grade and the luster is smooth 
and satiny, being unbroken over the relatively large expanse 
of this coin's surfaces. One of onlv 13 pieces to have been so 
graded bv PCGS 15/92). Trends $10,250 in MS 60. $20.1)00 
in MS 63' (4 27). 

5543 PCGS 1801 XF 40. For a coin that has been through 20 
points of wear this piece show's surprisingly good detail. The 
hail* is well defined as are the feathers on the eagle's breast. 
There are a number of small field marks from circulation 
though, and there is just the faintest bit of rose color in the 
reverse fields. Trends $3800 (4/27). 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5544 NGC 1842 Small Date MS 61. An astonishing condition 
rarity whose significance was established by David Akers in 
his auction survey on the series when he wrote. "Almost 
Uncirculated examples are extremely rare and I have never 
personally examined a strictly uncirculated specimen." None 
appered in his survey of major gold sales between 1944 and 
1979. This piece shows the usually seen partially prooflike 
fields, and is very sharply struck as well with bright 
yellow-gold color. This is the only mint state coin certified in 
any condition by NGC (4/92) while PCGS has graded 2 coins 
(could one be a resubmission of this piece?). Trends $10,750 
in MS 60(4/27). 

5545 PCGS 1846 5-0 VF 35. A rare and little known overdate 
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that was discovered in the 1950s. Part of the lower curve of 
the 5 can be seen within the loop of the 6 (with a magnifier). 
This overdate is apparently unknown in mint condition and 
neither of the grading services have certified one higher 
than XF 40. This is an attractive piece for the grade with 
well defined features and tinges of light reddish color. 
Unlisted in Trends. 

5546 NGC 1852 XF 40. An average coin for the grade with a few 
scattered abrasions. Trends $425 (4/27). 

5547 NGC 1855 AU 50. Only a moderately scarce date in this 
very difficult series. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

Trends $700 (4/271. 

5548 ANACS 1858-0 AU 50. Yellow-gold surfaces displaying 
remnants of prooflike luster about the devices. Just 20.000 
examples of this elusive date were minted and. of the few 
survivors, most grade at best XF. Akers terms the 1858-0 
"verv rare" in AU condition. Trends .$2,400 in AU 50, as of 
April 27. 1992. 

5549 PCGS 1858-S XF 40. A very rare No Motto ten in the 
absolute sense that is also one of the great condition rarities 
as well in the entire series of Coronet tens. This is currently 
the finest known example at the XF 40 level, none are finer, 
none have been graded by NGC in any grade, and no AU or 
Uncs were known to Akers when he published his survey of 
auction records on this series. This is a nice coin with rich 
orange-red color and relatively few field marks on either 
side. Trends .$5900 (4/27). 

5550 NGC 1862 AU 50. While the 1862 is a scarce date 
among No Motto tens, it is at the AU level that its true 
rarity becomes apparent. This is the onlv AU coin certified 
by PCGS (5/92) or NGC (4/921 in AU. and as such may well 
represent the finest example known. The devices are 
sharply defined and there is a considerable prooflikeness in 
the fields, being subdued somewhat by a number of small 
abrasions. Trends $6350 (4/27 i. 

5551 NGC 1865-S XF 40. Inverted Date. Once again, like the 
\58-S and ’62 above, this is currently the finest graded 
example of this rare date. PCGS (4/921 has graded one coin 
as high as VT’ 35 and this is the highest grade given by 
NGC. Both central striking weakness and circulation have 
softened the design details on this piece but the surfaces are 
relatively clean and a pleasing orange-gold color. Trends 
$7500 (4/27). 

5552 PCGS 1866-S Motto XF 45. The initial S-mint ten-dollar 
of the With Motto type, and a very rare date. This is the 
finest piece graded by either of the major services by ten 
points with the nearest contender being VF 35. This coin 
shows good details and is quite clean for the grade with 
golden-orange color and considerable remaining luster. 
Trends $4100 in XF 40. unlisted any higher (4/27). 

5553 ANACS 1872-S XF 40. Light, even wear. A scarce west coast 
ten, one of just 17,300 pieces struck. Most remaining 1872-S 
eagles grade only Fine to VF and the present example is 
really among the finer known pieces. In fact, neither PCGS 
nor NGC has graded an AU coin at the present time. Trends 
$2,000 in XF 40, with no listing above that grade, as of April 
27, 1992. 

5554 ANACS 1874-CC XF 40. Very scarce in all grades and 
downright rare in grades of XF and better, with no known 
BU examples. Light, even wear, with no serious blemishes 
and traces of luster about the devices. Trends .$3.100 in XF 
40. as of April 27, 1992. 

5555 ANACS 1882-0 AU 50. One of just 10.820 pieces struck, 
with most survivors grading VF -XF. The surfaces exhibit a 
great deal of prooflikeness in the protected areas and show 
only minor scuffiness in the open fields. Trends $1,900 in 
AU 50, as of April 27, 1992. 

5556 ANACS 1882-S MS 61. A very scarce S-mint ten that is 
quite difficult in strict mint condition. The scarcity of this 


coin was first pointed out with the publication of David 
Akers' book on this denomination in 1980 when he wrote. 
"This date has never received any attention whatsoever as a 
scarce date and it is listed in all the standard pricing guides 
as a common date. However, as the auction records 
correctly show', there is nothing common about the 1882-S. 
especially in high grade...in strictly uncirculated condition it 
is rare." Only 6 coins have been certified in MS 61 by PCGS 
(4 92) and none are finer. Trends $925 in MS 60. $7000 in 
MS 63 (4/27). 

5557 PCGS 1883-S MS 60. A scarce, low mintage date with a 
production run of only 38,000 pieces. When this date is 
found it is usually not in mint state. This is a solid 
uncirculated piece with complete luster, just a bit baggy. 

One of only 10 coins to have been so graded by PCGS wdth 
only 5 finer. Trends $1375 (4 27). 

5558 PCGS 1886 XF 45. Slightly scarcer date. 

5559 NGC 1886 AU 55. Scarce. 

5560 NGC 1886-S MS 61. 

5561 NGC 1891-CC MS 60. Numerous tiny abrasions pepper the 
obverse. Both the luster and color are above-average for the 
grade. Popular Carson City issue. 

5562 ANACS 1895-0 MS 61. While common enough in lower 
grades, the ’95-0 is quite scarce in mint condition. This is a 
well struck coin with good luster. 

5563 NGC 1901 MS 63. Fully struck with smooth, silky luster. 

5564 NGC 1901-S MS 64. A sharply struck, minimally 
abraded coin wdth the usual flashy mint luster this issue is 
known for. 

5565 PCGS 1903-0 MS 60. Sharply struck and lustrous wdth a 
few scattered abrasions as one would expect. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5566 PCGS 1907 No Motto MS 62. Well struck with excellent 
luster. 

5567 ANACS 1908-S XF 45. A circulated example of this scarce 
issue. 

5568 NGC 1908-S MS 61 . A very scarce ten-dollar Indian 
with an original mintage of only 59.850 pieces. When found 
though the ’08-S is one of the most attractive of all issues in 
the series. This piece has bright frosted mint luster with 
slightly granular surfaces and surprisingly shows few 
contact marks for a coin in this grade. Trends $3000 in MS 
60(4/27). 

5569 PCGS 1909-S MS 64. Although graded MS 64. this coin 
has strong suggestions of a higher grade. The surfaces are 
exceptionally clean, especially given this series’ tendency to 
bagmark easily. The satiny luster is smooth and the 
surfaces have taken on a light reddish color that is most 
attractive. One of onlv 19 coins to have been so graded bv 
PCGS (5/92) with only 3 finer. 

5570 PCGS 1911 MS 63. For an MS 63 this coin has a lot of snap. 
The surfaces are minimally abraded and show a fine 
granularity with bright yellow and orange colored satiny 
luster. Certainly a high-end coin and one that in many ways 
is suggestive of an MS 64. 

5572 PCGS 1912 MS 66. While not exactly a common date, it is 
not until one reaches the MS 65 level that the 1912 becomes 
a really difficult issue. Above MS 65 there are very few 
pieces certified by the major services. PCGS has only graded 
2 coins in MS 66 according to the April Population Report. 
The mint frost on this coin is intense and highly frosted and 
shows a lovely variegated rose and olive color. The fields 
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have a mild granularity and the surfaces are nearly 
blemish-free with the only noticeable mark being on the 
hair over the ear of Liberty. 

5573 NGC 1912-S MS 62. A scarce Indian eagle that is quite 
difficult to locate in grades higher than the present coin. 
This piece is better struck than most with good definition on 
the hair curls and only showing softness at the top of the 
eagle’s wing. The luster, while somewhat subdued as usual, 
is bright and the coin is vellow-gold in color. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5574 PCGS 1856-S MS 61. As a date 1856-S double eagles 
can be located in circulated condition with little difficulty', 
but in strict mint state they are seldom available. According 
to the April data from PCGS this is the only MS 61 certified 
with 3 pieces grading higher (all MS 621. The surfaces of 
this coin are breathtaking. It is so seldom that one sees a 
truly uncirculated Type One that it always gives one pause 
to consider any piece that does qualify. This is a fully struck 
coin that shows very few abrasions on either side, in fact, 
the cheek of Liberty is almost completely free from contact 
marks. The luster is thick and frosted; most importantly 
this is not a "salt water Unc 1 ' with the subdued, matte-like 
surfaces seen on those coins. 

5575 NGC 1856-S MS 63. The rarity of mint state Type One 
twenties goes without saying, and the relative 
"commonness" of the 1856-S issue should be of little concern 
to anyone seriously interested in a type piece. Only 8 mint 
state pieces have been certified by both of the major services 
of this so-called "common" date. This is a fully struck coin 
that displays full, vibrant mint luster-quite unlike the 
"saltwater lines" sometimes seen. There are very few 
abrasions on this coin and the reverse easily grades MS 64 
on its own merit. Encapsulated in the first type of NGC 
holder with the black insert and a rarity as such! There is 
only one other MS 63 coin < also by NGC > that has been 
certified, and none are graded higher (5/92). 

5576 NGC 1860 XF 45. Only slightly scarce as a date, and in this 
grade one of the more affordable Type One twenties. Well 
struck with numerous small handling marks in the fields. 

5577 PCGS 1860-0 XF 40. Third rarest O-mint twenty in the 
series, trailing only the 1856-0 and 1854-0. Whenever this 
rare coin is located it is invariably in circulated grades, 
apparently there are no strictly uncirculated survivors from 
the original mintage of 6.600 pieces. This coin does show the 
diagnostic four weak stars on the obverse as well as 
considerable remaining prooflikeness in the fields that is 
common to all known specimens. There are a few scattered 
abrasions on each side, but none that are worthy of 
individual mention. All in all. this is a pleasing example of 
this rare issue. Trends $6750 (4/27). 

5578 ANACS 1873 Open 3 MS 60. Well struck with a few 
scattered abrasions. 

5579 NGC 1875-CC MS 63. While the ’75-CC is one of the 
easier Carson City twenties to locate, in MS 63 it is quite an 
extraordinary coin and certainly a condition rarity among 
Type Two twenties.

5580 NGC 1875-S Type Two MS 62. W’ell struck with deep 
reddish-orange color and strong mint luster. Type Two 
twenties are very scarce in any condition of mint state and 
an MS 62 coin is quite a high grade for the type. This is the 
only MS 62 certified of this so-called "common" date by NGC 
(4/92) and PCGS has as well graded just 1 coin (5 92). Only 
1 coin is graded any higher by either of the major services. 


that being a PCGS MS 64. An outstanding condition census 
example of this rare, short-lived type. Trends $800 in MS 
60. $23,500 in MS 63 (4 27). No. that's not a misprint: $800 
in MS 60 and $23,500 in 63! 

5581 NGC 1878-S AU 55. Heavily abraded with good remaining 
luster and reddish color. Better date. 

5582 NGC 1879-CC AU 50. A very rare Carson City twenty 
that is also one of the scarcer dates among all Type Three 
double eagles. Out of an original mintage of only 10,708 
pieces the vast majority of the few survivors are only 
VF-XF. AU coins such as this one are very elusive and strict 
mint state coins may be non-existent i none have been 
certified yet by PCGS or NGC). This is a very sharply 
struck coin with bright surfaces that retain generous 
amounts of luster and show only minor marks rather than 
the usual heavy, numerous abrasions seen on most Carson 
City gold coins. Trends $5350 (4 27). 

5583 NGC 1881-S AU 53. Fully struck with bright, colorful 
surfaces. Scarcer issue. 

5584 NGC 1883-S MS 60. Heavily abraded but fully lustrous. 

Very elusive in mint condition. 

5585 PCGS 1884-CC AU 50. Original and still quite lustrous with 
areas of deep russet encrustations on each side. 

5586 NGC 1890-S AU 58. Probably a "new" specimen, but 
liberally bagmarked from coin-to-coin contact. 

5587 NGC 1899 MS 63. Popular as one of the more readily 
available pre-1900 dates in select condition. 

5588 NGC 1903 MS 63. A lower mintage issue that w'as. however, 
saved in sufficient numbers in European banks. Frostv and 
attractive. 

5589 PCGS 1903-S MS 64. Uncirculated examples of this 
date are around, but almost always well abraded. The 
present example displays lovely mint bloom and unusually 
clean surfaces. One of just 12 pieces graded as such by 
PCGS. with only one higher as of May. 1992. 

5590 PCGS 1904 MS 64. An attractive, upper-end example of this 
popular 20th century type coin. Sharply struck with 
excellent luster, as usual. 

5591 NGC 1904 MS 64. Fully struck with superb, dazzling mint 
luster. A lovely type coin. 

5592 PCGS 1904 MS 65. A satiny green-gold specimen that, in 
spite of its size, weight and softness of metal, has escaped 
any serious contact with other twenties. 

5593 PCGS 1905-S MS 62. Very frosty overall xnd just a few- 
scattered marks from the select level. A : ising example of 
this scarcer date, occasionally found only slightly finer and 
never in gem condition.

A high end green-gold 
specimen, just missing at the 65 grade level.

5597 NGC 1908-D Motto MS 63. Matte-like surfaces with a faint 
tinge of olive around the rims. 

5598 NGC 1908-D Motto MS 63. Lovely original color and only a 
few scattered marks on the reverse from a higher grade. 

5599 NGC 1909 MS 60. Original green-gold coloration. Typically 
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abraded, like nearly every example of this rare date we have 
ever encountered. Just 4 pieces have graded equally at NGC. 
as of April. 1992. with the numbers relatively even as the 
grade gets higher, topping out with a single MS 65. 

5600 PCGS 1910 MS 64. Sharply struck with soft, frosted mint 
luster. 

5601 NGC 1910-D MS 64. Fully struck with clean surfaces and 
showing variegated pink and orange color. 

5602 NGC 1910-D MS 65. While only slightly better in the 
lower grades of mint state, the 1910-D is quite scarce in gem 
condition. NGC has only certified 17 coins in MS 65 with 1 
piece finer 1 4/92). The surfaces of this coin are noticeably 
free from the abrasions that can be so troublesome on this 
issue, and the luster is soft and glowing with a medium 
reddish color.

Sharply struck and free from all 
but the most trivial contact marks, the surfaces are mildly 
granular and show reddish tinged satinv luster. Trends

5617 PCGS 1916-S MS 64. A gorgeous, near gem example, perfect 
for the collector seeking both premium quality and a better 
date. 


5618 NGC 1922 MS 64. For many years this date was an 
overlooked condition rarity among the common P-mint 
issues of the 1920s. Now with the aid of the Population and 
Census Reports from the major services we know how few of 
these coins have been certified: 88 by NGC (4/92) and 186 by 
PCGS (4/92). This coin is fully struck and shows pleasing 
reddish color. Trends $1000 (4/27 1 . 

5619 NGC 1923 MS 63. Very choice for the grade, with no overly 
distracting marks and'a subtle green-gold tint at the 
peripheries. Tough to find nicer and nearly impossible at 
the MS 65 plateau. 

5620 PCGS 1923-D MS 66. A nearly flawless coin whose 
surfaces show the exuberant luster normally seen on all 
’23-D twenties. The mint frost has taken on a light, even 
laver of reddish color over both sides, and overall this is a 
very attractive type coin that must be seen to be fully 
appreciated. 

5621 NGC 1924 MS 64. Bright orange-gold surfaces. 

5622 NGC 1924 MS 64. Shimmering mint luster. 

5623 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Vibrant orange-gold surfaces. 

5624 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Bright satiny luster and showing rich 
reddish color. A very pleasing gem Saint. 

5625 NGC 1928 MS 64. Splendid luster and green-gold color.

Well preserved beneath 
milky golden-gray patina. One of just 2.105 pieces minted, 
the majority of which grade MS 60 to MS 63. 

5635 NGC 1936 Boone MS 65. Light streaks of lavender toning 
with bright underlying luster. 

5636 NGC 1925-S California MS 64. Brilliant. 

5637 PCGS 1936 Columbia MS 63. Steel-gray obverse toning. 

5638 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 63. Lightly toned. 
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5639 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 64. Intensely lustrous with 
scattered peripheral toning. An affordable example of this 
coin that is receiving renewed interest in this 
quincentennial year of Columbus' voyage of discovery to the 
New World. 

5640 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 64. Satiny and generally untoned, 
with nicely frosted devices. 

5641 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 63. Reddish-gold and pale violet 
toning encircles frosty interior devices. 

5642 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 63. Frosty surfaces, overlaid on 
both sides in golden and blue-green toning. 

5643 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS 64. White and satiny, with 
appealing mint frost on the devices. 

5644 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 64. Deep gray-violet toning with 
lighter aquamarine around the outer perimeters. 

5645 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 64. Deep gunmetal-gray and 
greenish-gold toning, with a subtle blue coloration on the 
reverse.

5665 PCGS 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64. Very well defined and 
frosty, with only a whisper of pale lilac-gray toning visible 
on either side. A high grade example of this scarce 
commemorative, both in terms of mintage and condition 

5666 NGC 1923-S Monroe MS 65. We cannot begin to guess 
what sort of environment created the toning seen on this 
coin. It is unlike that seen on any other coin in our memory 
and is impossible to adequately describe, it simply must be 
seen to be appreciated. Looking beneath the color though, 
one can easily see that the bright silvery surfaces are free 
from the usually numerous abrasions on the face of Monroe 
and Adams.

5677 NGC 1936 Rhode Island MS 65. Lightly toned. 

5678 PCGS 1936-S Rhode Island MS 65. An even golden and 
lilac-grav toning covers either side. 

5679 PCGS 1936 Robinson MS 64. Light golden-grav obverse, 
with deeper reddish-brown toning specks across the reverse. 

5680 NGC 1936 Robinson MS 65. An outstanding example of this 
generally lackluster issue. The surfaces offer vibrant luster, 
a near absence of marks and deep original toning primarily 
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about the obverse edge. 

5681 PCGS 1936-D San Diego MS 65. Light gray toning with 
superb underhung luster. 

5682 PCGS 1936-D San Diego MS 65. An attractive, upper-end 
coin with just a touch of color in the center of the obverse. 

5683 PCGS 1925 Stone Mountain MS 64. Deep golden-violet 
toning covers the obverse. 

5684 PCGS 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65. Attractively toned in 
soft lilac and gray hues. 

5685 PCGS 1937 Texas PDS set. an obviously original trio that 
grades MS 64. MS 65 and MS 65. Each is light silvery-gray 
in color and exhibits some deeper golden shadings about the 
borders. (Total: 3 coins) 

5686 NGC 1938-S Texas MS 65. Mostly brilliant, showing only a 
hint of golden toning at the rims. 

5687 NGC 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 65. Scattered russet 
toning. 

5688 NGC 1946-D Booker T. Washington MS 65. Deep 
golden-brown toning. Sharp coin. 

5689 NGC 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 67. An 

outrageous type coin that has obviously received special 
care over the past 46 years. The jawline of Washington is 
free from the usually numerous small abrasions that plague 
this issue. The surfaces are virtually flawless and both sides 
have a spectacular mottled blue and golden-rose patina. One 
of only 6 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (4 92 ). 

5690 PCGS 1951-D Booker T. Washington MS 66. A pristine 
example with a bit of speckled toning here and there about 
the lettering. Just 12 pieces have graded as such, with none 
higher as of May, 1992. 

5691 PCGS 1951-S! Washington-Carver MS 65. Mostly brilliant. 

5692 NGC 1951-S W T ashington-Carver MS 65. Highly lustrous 
with just a single spot of toning. 

5693 NGC 1952 Washington-Carver MS 65. Even, light iridescent 
toning. 

5694 PCGS 1952-S Washington Carver MS 65. Untoned and very 
clean. 

5695 PCGS 1953-S Washington-Carver MS 65. Frosty. 

5696 PCGS 1936 Wisconsin MS 65. Brilliant and a solid gem 
example. 


TERRITORIAL, GOLD 

5697 PCGS Undated (1842-52) A. Beehtler Gold Dollar AU 50. 

27GR 21C. K-24. R.3. The most frequently encountered 
of the Augustus Beehtler gold dollars, this is a very popular 
coin for type purposes, and this is a perfect collector coin. 

The surfaces are exceptionally clean with no obvious or 
distracting marks. Struck on a smooth, unbuckled planchet. 
each side shows a light reddish patina that deepens 
gradually toward the rims. Listed on page 253 of the current 
Guide Book. 

5698 PCGS 1852 Humbert Ten-Dollar VF 30. K-10. R.5. A 
scarce, lower denomination Humbert that has seen 
extensive use in the channels of commerce, its surfaces 
becoming somewhat roughened in the process. The central 
details are somewhat soft and there are a few obvious marks 
on each side. Still, a presentable example of this difficult 
territorial issue. Listed on page 257 of the current Guide 
Book. 


5699 PCGS 1851 Humbert Fifty-Dollar 887 Fine VF 35. K-6. 
R.4. Augustus Humbert was the first assayer of the U.S. 
Assay Office, the forerunner of the mint. These coins have a 
quasi-official status among regular U.S. gold coins and may 
some day be accorded full official status among 
numismatists. The surfaces of this coin are unusually clean, 
showing none of the normal heavy bagmarks or rim knocks. 
Evenly worn with light reddish-gold color. Listed on page 
257 of the current Guide Book. 

5700 NGC 1851 Humbert Fifty-Dollar No 50 .880 AU 50. 

K-2. R.5. A rare and seldom seen Assay Office issue. 
Produced in late January 1851 these coins were engraved in 
the exergual area with a blank before the letters D and C so 
that the dollars and cents value could be stamped in after 
striking. This variety does not have "50" in the center of the 
reverse. The obverse fields are prooflike and there are a few 
scattered abrasions but none of the hard edge knocks 
usually seen on "slugs." Listed on page 255 of the current 
Guide Book. 


CALIFORNIA GOLD 

5701 PCGS 1880 76 Indian Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 63. 
BG-885. R.4. Fully prooflike. 


PATTERNS 

5702 NGC 1850 Three-Cent. Judd-125. R.4. PR 61. 

Pattern three-cent piece with a radiated cap on the obverse 
while the reverse shows III in the center surrounded by a 
palm branch. Struck in silver with a plain edge. Toned a 
light blue and gray with a few minor surface flaws. 

5703 PCGS 1863 Ten Dollars, Judd-352, R.3, PR 66 Brown. 

Regular dies obverse paired with a reverse that is 
similar to the regular dies also except for GOD OUR 
TRUST set directly onto the field above the eagle. Struck in 
bronzed copper with a reeded edge. While designated as a 
Brown coin, the surfaces could be little else as the coin was 
bronzed in the mint. However, it does show an even reddish 
color that may suggest original luster underlying the 
bronzing. The surfaces appear flawless and carbon-free. 
Scarcer than the Judd rating of R.3. this pattern should 
perhaps be re-rated as high as R.6. 

5704 PCGS 1865 Three Dollars. Judd-441. R.7, PR 63 Brown. 

A copper restrike with reeded edge, almost identical to 
the regular dies. The surfaces are toned in a mixture of 
olive-gold, rose-violet and soft bluish-green shades. One of 
just 4 total pieces graded by PCGS, with the chance of 
duplication always a possibility. 

5705 PCGS 1866 Five-Cent, Judd-526, R.7, PR 63. The 

Washington obverse has been muled with itself on this 
pattern and each side has UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
around the rim with the date in the exergual area. Struck in 
white metal with a plain edge. These are quite rare with 
only three separate specimens traced in auctions over the 
past thirty years. The surfaces of this piece have darkened 
somewhat to a medium gray and there is some type of striae 
at the top of the "reverse ." 

5706 PCGS 1869 Standard Silver Quarter. Judd-726. R.6. PR 63. 
Standard Silver design with Liberty wearing a cap with 
three stars on the obverse, while the reverse has the usual 
device with an oak and laurel wreath. Struck in aluminum 
with a plain edge. The aluminum is non-oxidized with a few 
scattered surface blemishes. A bit scarcer than the official 
R.6 designation, perhaps deserving a re-rating of R.7. 

5707 PCGS 1869 Standard Silver Quarter. Judd-737, R.6. PR 60. 
An aluminum Standard Silver issue, with reeded edge and 
the head of Liberty wearing a coronet. The obverse appears 
to have been struck on a substandard planchet and has 
since picked up noticeable corrosion and hairlines. 
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5708 PCGS 1869 Half Dollar. Judd-748. R.5. PR 61. The silver, 
reeded edge version of the Standard Silver issue, with the 
head of Liberty wearing a diadem. Soft violet-gray toning 
tends to diminish the effect of scattered hairlines. 

5709 PCGS 1837 Standard Silver Dime. Judd-837, R.6, PR 65. 

Standard Silver dime struck in silver with a reeded 
edge, depicting Liberty wearing a cap with three stars and 
the motto in the exergual space below; the reverse has a 
common design with the statutory' inscriptions mostly in the 
center surrounded by a wreath of cotton and corn. Deeply 
toned in blue and rose, and showing several small planchet 
flakes on each side. Although classed in Judd as an R.6. this 
pattern should probably be revised to an R.5 rating. 

5710 NGC 1873 Trade Dollar. Judd-1315, R.5. PR 66. 

Baillev's design for the Trade dollar showing a Seated 
Liberty figure on the obverse and a small eagle standing on 
the reverse. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. The 
surfaces have taken on a deep iridescent color with multiple 
layers of blue, lilac, lavender, and rose all superimposed 
over each other. Softly struck on the eagle, no doubt due to 
die opposition. 

5711 PCGS 1883 Nickel, Judd-1712, R.5, PR 65. 

Experimental Liberty nickel pattern with the adopted head 
of Liberty on the obverse surrounded by UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA and the date at the margin, while on the _ 
reverse there is a wreath of cotton and corn with 33 N. 67 
C. inside. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. The coin is 
almost completely brilliant with an intense cameo contrast 
between the fields and devices and deeply reflective fields. 
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
